ELOQUENT BEAMON BY THE GREAT
BROOKLYN PREACHER.

A Reply te the Query, "What I« the
Chureh®'—It Bhould Be s Great, Prac-
tleal, Homely, Omnipotent Holp —The
Business of Waorship.

BrooxLYS, Oct. 15,—The character of
the hymns given ont by Rev. Dr. Tal-
mage in the Brooklyn Tabernacle this
forencon called for the nmusual power
of congregational singing. Organ and
cornet and the volces of the thousands
of worshipers made the place resound
with musio. The subject was ‘Helpful
Churches,” the text being Psalms xx, 2,
“Send thes heip from the sanctuary,”

If you ehould ask 50 men what the
church is, they would give you 50 differ-
ent anewers. One man wonld gay, “Itisa
convention of hypoerites.,” Another, It
is an assembly of people who feel them-
relves a great deal better than others,”
Another, ““It is a_place for gossip, where
walverine dispositions: devonr each oth-
er,” JABogher, “It i# & place for the cal-
tivation of kuperstition and’ eant.” An-
other, It is an arsenal where theologians
go to get pikes and muekets and shot
Another, ‘It is an art gallery, where tnen
go to ndmire grand arches, and exqnisite
figscoy, and musien! warble, and the
Dontesque in gloomy imagery." An-
other man would gay: "It is the best
place on earth except my own home, If
I furget thee, O Jerusalem! let my rvight
hand forget her cunning.”

Now, my friends, whatever the church
is, my text tells you what it onght to be
—a great, practical, homely, omnipotent
help,  “*Send thee help from the sanctu-
ury.” The pew ought to yield restfulness
to the bedy, The color of the apholstery
onght to yield pleasure to the eve, The
entire service ought to yvield strength for
the moil aud etrugele of everyday life,
The Eabbath onght to Le harnessed to
all the six days of the week, drawing
them in the right direction. The
church ought to be a maguet, visibly
and mightily afecting all the homes of
the worshipers. Evary man gets roughly
jostled, gets abunsed, gets cut, gets in-
aulted, gets slighted, gets exaspernted,

By the time the Sabbath conmes he has
an accnmulation of six dnys of annoy-
ance, and that i a starveling church
service which hns not strength enough
to take that agoumulated annoyance and
hurl it into perdition, The business man
sits down in church headachey from the
week's engagements, Perhaps he wishes
he had tarried at home on the lounge
with the newspapers and the slippers.
That man wants to be cooled off and
gracionsly diverted. The first wave of
the religious gervice onght to dash elear
over the hnrricane decks and leave him
dripping with holy and glad ‘and heny-
(nly emotion, *Send thee help from

“Mythology tells
ns of Amphion, who played his lyre uo- |
til the monntains were moved and the
walls of Thebes arose, but religion has a
mightier story to tell of how Christian
song may build whola tewples of eternal
joy and lift the round earth into sympa-
thy with the skies, Itarried many nights |
in London, and I nsed to hear the bella—
the smnll bells of the city—strike the
hour of nizht—one, two, three, four,
and after they were done striking tho |
hour of night, then the great St. Paul's
cathedral would come in to mark the
hours, making all the other sonnds seem
atterly insignificant as with mighty
longua it announeed the honr of the
night—cvery stroke an overmastering
boom,

My friends, it was intended that all
the lesser rounds of the world should be
deowned out in the mighty tongue of
congregational song boeating against the
gites of heaven. Do you know how they
mark-the hours in heaven? They have
no elocks, w3 they have no candles, but
8 great pendnlam of halleluinh swinging
ncross benven from cternity to eternity.

Let thuse peluse to sing
Who never kuew our Goil,
Bat children of the heavenly king
Should speak their joys abroad,
THE DISCOURSE,

Again 1 remark thet sanctoary help
ought to come from the sermon. Of a
thonsand people in this or any other
aundience, how many want sympathetic
help? Do yon guess a hundred? Do you
guess H00¢  You have guessed wrong, 1
will tell you jnst the proportion. Out
of & thonsand people in this auadience
there are just 1,000 who need sympis-
thetic help. These yonng people want
it just as mnch as the old. The old peo-
ple gometimes seem to think they have
s monopoly of the rhenmmatism, and the
nenralgias, and the headaches, and the
physical dizorders of the world, But ]
tell you there are no worse heartuches
than are felt by some of these young
people,

Do you Imow that much of the work
is done by the yonng? Raphael died at
87, Richard LI1at 33, Gustavus Adolphus
died at 88; Innocent IIT came to his
mightiest influence at 87; Cortez con-
quered Mexico at 80; Don John won Le-
panto at 25; Groting was attorney gen-
ernl at 24, and I have noticed amid all
clrsses of men that some of the severest
battles and the tonghest work comes be- |
fore 80.

BABBATH SONGA.

In the first place, sanctuary helponght
to come from the muosio. A woman dy-
ing in England persisted in singing to
the last moment. The attendants tried
to persuade her to stop, saying it would
exhanst her and moake her disease worse.
She answered: **I must sing, I am only
practicing for the heavenly choir.,” Mau-
sic on earth is a rehearsal for music in
heaven. If yonand I are going to take
part in that great orchestra, it is high
time that we were stringing and throm-
ming our harps. They tell us that Thal-
berg and Gottechalk never would gointo
a concert unti]l they had first in private
rehearsed, although they were suoh mas
ters of the instrument. And can it be
that we expect to take a part in the great
oratorio of heaven if we do not rehearse
here? But I am not speaking of the next
world, Sabbuth song onght to set all the
week to music. 'We want not more har-
mony, not more artistic expression, but
more volume in our church musie.

Now I am no worshiper of noise, but
1 believe that if our American churches
would, with full heartiness of soul and
full emphasis of voice, sing the songs of
Zion this part of saered worship would
have tenfold more power than it has
now.  Whynot take this part of the #a-
cred service and lift it to where it ought
to be? Allthe annoyances of life might
be drowned ount of that sacred song. Do
yon tell me that it is not fashionable to
siug very londly? Then, 1 say, away
with the fushion, We dam back the
great Misstssippi of congregutional sing-
ing and let n few drops of welady tricklo
throngh the dam. [say, take away the
dam and let the billows roar on their
way to the ocennio beart of God,
Whether it is fashionable to sing londly
or not, Jot us sing with all possible ew-
ph;ﬁ-&haar s great des) of the art of
gingiug, of mnsic a5 an nn‘vrtu.inmt_ént,
of music a5 a recrostion. It lahigh time
we heard something of music as a help—
a practical belp. . In ordersto do this we
must only have & few hymmns® New
tunes and new hymns every Bunday
make poor congregational singing, Fifty
hymps are enough for 30 years The
Episcopul church prays the same pray-
ers avery Sabbath, and yesr after year
and century after cenfury, For that
renson they have the hearty responses,
Let us take a hint from that faet, and
Jot us sing the sume songs Babbath after
Sabbath. Only in that way can we come
t0 the full foroe of this exercise.

A tailor cannot make n
a minister, Some of the poorest preach-
ers wear the Dbest elothes, and many s
backwoodsman  has  dismounted from
the suddlebugs andin his linen duster
preached a sermon that shook earth and
heaven with s Christian eloquence.
No new gt}:i[wl. Ull‘_\‘ the old g;mpt-l in
a way suited to the time, Nonew church,
but a church to be the asylum, the in-
gpiration, the practical sympathy and
the eternal help of the people.

CHURCH DOORS,

But while half of the doors of the
chnreh are to be set open toward this
world the other half of the doors of the
church must be set open toward the
next.  You and I turry here only a brief
space, We want somebody to tesch us
how to get ont of this life at the right
time and in the right way. Some fall
out of life, some go stumbling out of
life, som# go groaning out of life, some
go cursing ont of life. We want to go
singing, rising, rejoicing, trinmphing,
We want hulf the doors of the church
set in that direction. 'We want half the
prayers that way, balf the sermons that
woy. We want to know how to gel
ashore from the tumult of this world
into the lund of everlasting peace, We
do not wunt to stand doubting and ahiy-
ering when we go away from this world,
We want our anticipations aronsed to
the highest piteh,

W want to have the exhiluration of n
dying child in England, the father tell-
ing me the gtory, When he said to her,
“Is the path narrow?' she snswerdd:
“The path is nurrow, It is s0 narrow that
I cannot walk arm in srm with Christ,
s0 Jesus goes ahead and he says, ‘Mary,
follow.'” Through these church gutes
ot heavenwird how muny of your friends
and mine have gone? The lust time they
were ont of the house they came to
ehurch, The earthly pilgrimage ended
at the pillar of public worship, snd then
they marched ont to a bigger and bright-
er pssemblage. Some of them were so
old they could not wilk without a cane
or two erutches, Now they havé etérnal
juvenescence, Or they were so young
they could not walk exoept as the mater-
nal hand guided tham, Now they bound
with the hilsrities celestinl,

The last time we saw them they were
wasted wivs malarisl or pulmonie dis-
order, but now they have no fatigue and
no difficalty of respiration in the pure
pir of heaven, How I wonder when you
and I will cross over! Bome of you have
hud nbout enough of the thumping and
flailing of this life, A draft from the
fountains of heaven would do you good,
Complete release, you could stund very
well. If yon got on the other side and
and had permission to come back, you
would not come.

There is n spring in Brooks connty,
Ga., which in & very short time converts
wood and several other sulstances into
hard rock. The pecnlinr qualities of this
Georgia fountain have beon known since
early in the century, when an old *‘ba'r
hunter” aceldentally lost his knife in the
basin which has been hollowed out of
the granite strata by the ceaseless bub-
bling of the water. A month later the
old trapper sgnin repaired to the spring
and was agreeably surprized to find his
favorite knife, The water Bad had no
effect upon the bright steel, not even to
the extent of leaving a spock of rost, but
with the wood of the knife’s handle it
was fur different, The petrifying partd-
cles with which the water iz so highly
fmpregnuted had entered overy pore and
sap tube in the wood, and whit was but
n few weeks before a bickory handle of
“home muke” was now two thin alabs of
solid stone, woodlike in apmearance, but
a8 hard and upyielding as & chip from a
granite bowlder, To this day the place
is known az “old Moore's petrifying
spring."—8t. Louis Republic,
